The State D epart­ 
ment published yesterday what it 
called “ a version" of the speech 
as distributed to Communist lead­ 
ers outside Russia. There was no 
word as to how this country got 
it.

He said Stalin deported whole

Filled With Irony 
This speech has irony for any­ 
one who reads it carefully. 
Khrushchev was not complain­ 
ing about Stalina use of terror, 


as such. He said. in effect, that 
terror I* all right anywhere the 
Communists try to take over, that 
in fact ifs necessary. His objec­ 
tion was that (Stalin kept on using 
terror long after he needed it. 
Khrushchev called Stalin a be­ 
trayer of party principles, m ean­ 
ing that by his one-man rule he 
ignored the Democratic way of do­ 
ing things. But the only dem ocra­ 
cy 
Khrushchev 
was 
concerned 
about was dem ocracy for the hier­ 
archy of 
the 
Communist 
party, 
not for others and certainly not 
for the m asses of Russia. 
Khrushchev returned again and 
again to the charge that Stalin 
had m ade himself a dictator and 
expressed hope this wouldn’t and 
couldn't happen again 
He seemed 
to r gard Stalin as a freak of his­ 
tory, and a traitor to the Commu­ 
nist principle of collective rule. 
But

dictatorship
